Club  Calls  Action  Urged 

ARRL  Answers 
Complaints  About 
Club,  Military  Call 
Sign  Proposal 

The  American  Radio  Relay  League  (ARRL)  has 
responded  to  complaints  filed  against  it  by  the 
W5YI-VEC,  Inc.  and  the  National  Amateur  Radio 
Association,  in  the  matter  of  choosing  administrat¬ 
ing  organizations  for  a  proposed  club  and  military 
amateur  station  call  sign  program. 

On  August  5,  the  ARRL  told  the  (Federal 
Communications)  Commission  (FCC)  that  it  saw 
defects  in  the  applications  from  four  other  groups, 
(W5YI-VEC,  Inc.,  the  NARA,  the  Quarter  Century 
Wireless  Association,  and  the  Southeastern  Repeater 
Association),  and  reminded  the  Commission  that 
there  is  no  requirement  that  more  than  one  adminis¬ 
trator  be  named  -  nor  any  advantage  to  be  gained 
from  doing  so. 

In  response,  the  W5YI-VEC  and  the  NARA  filed 
motions  to  strike  the  League’s  filing.  The  League 
told  the  FCC  that  it  believes  the  motions  have  no 
basis. 

The  League’s  consolidated  opposition  calls 
"startling"  an  allegation  of  W5YI-VEC  that  the 
League  lacks  standing  to  oppose  other  groups’  being 
call  sign  administrators. 

Suffice  it  to  say,  the  League  said  in  its  consoli¬ 
dated  opposition,  that  the  League  continues  to 
oppose  the  self-promotional  efforts  of  unqualified  or 
less  qualified  organizations  to  overly  complicate  and 
detract  from  the  efficient  private  sector  administra¬ 
tion  of  club  and  military  recreation  station  call 
signs.... 

Amateur  Radio  clubs  and  military  recreation 
stations  deserve  better,  the  League  said. 

The  League  said  that  the  W5YI-VEC  and  NARA 
motions  to  strike  are  no  more  than  an  effort  to 
defend  (their)  defective  applications....  there  is 
absolutely  no  basis  whatsoever  for  striking  the 
League’s  opposition,  and  those  motions  should 
therefore  be  promptly  dismissed. 

No  new  club  or  military  recreation  station  call 
signs  have  been  issued  since  1977.

where. 

Generally,  the  exchanges  include  typical  informa¬ 
tion:  name,  location  (QTH),  Scout  rank,  school 
grade,  hobbies,  etc.  Some  exchanges  lead  to  long- 
lasting  pen  pal  friendships  and  the  wxchange  of 
photos,  pins,  badges  and  patches.  Specialized  com¬ 
munications  such  as  Slow  Scan  TV  (SSTV)  and 
Amateur  TV  (ATV)  can  give  some  the  opportunity  * 
to  see  the  other  person.  This  year,  many  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  talk  toothers  via  Orbiting  Satellite 
Carrying  Amateur  Radio  (OSCAR).  With  the 
successful  launching  of  six  additional  satellites  in 
January  1990,  at  least  one  of  the  satellites  should  be 
in  sight  at  all  times.

Emergency  Coordination

Stan  Kaplan,  WB9RQR,  is  driving  in  his 
car  on  Port  Washington  Road  in  Mequon  when 
he  sees  a  new  building  being  constructed.  The 
big  sign  on  the  construction  site  says  the  buil¬ 
ding,  now  just  a  steel  framed  structure,  will  be 
Mequon  St.  Mary’s  Hospital.  A  thought  comes 
to  Stan,  "What  if  we  had  a  major  disaster  after 
Mequon  St.  Mary’s  is  operational?  Surely  some 
of  our  OZARES  would  need  to  be  assigned 
there."  OZARES  is  the  Ozaukee  County  AR¬ 
ES/RACES  group  (and  the  name  of  their  news¬ 
letter  of  which  Stan  is  Editor). 

Stan  thinks  in  terms  of  his  extensive  ama¬ 
teur  radio  experience  and  skill  at  being  the 
ARRL  Emergency  Coordinator  for  Ozaukee 
county  for  three  years. 

An  idea  comes  quickly:  Now  is  a  good 
time  to  put  in  a  coax  drop  from  the  roof  to  the 
emergency  room,  while  the  structure  is  just 
beginning  to  take  shape.  Later  on,  antennas 
could  be  added  to  the  roof  and  then  2-meter  or 
440  MHz  equipment  could  be  set  up  in  the 
emergency  room  when  needed.  Later,  Stan  gets 
the  idea  to  the  Emergency  Government  Direc¬ 
tor. 

In  August,  a  meeting  is  held  with  hospital 
officials,  Ozaukee  county  emergency  govern¬ 
ment  representatives,  and  Stan  to  make  some 
plans  to  consider  pre-installation  of  cable. 
During  the  meeting,  hospital  staffers  mention 
that  their  drills  and  exercises  have  communi¬ 
cations  problems  because  of  logistics,  mostly 
within  the  hospital  building.  Although  the 
details  are  not  worked  out,  Stan  knows  that  the 
OZARES  team  of  trained  communicators  un¬ 
doubtedly  can  solve  some  of  those  problems. 

It  is  September,  and  the  hospital  has  brick 
outer  walls  and  construction  is  to  be  completed 
by  January,  1994.  In  a  way,  Stan  and  his  Assis¬ 
tant  ECs,  N9LLT  and  WB9LNL,  have  helped  to 
lay  the  foundation  of  the  hospital  and  to  pave 
the  road  to  the  Mequon  community  with  OZ¬ 
ARES  communications.  n

My  wife,  LaVonne  (AC9J)  and  I  were  bouncing 
down  the  street  in  my  truck  when  I  spotted  it  out  of 
the  corner  of  my  eye.  There  it  was,  like  manna 
from  heaven:  a  derelict  color  TV  lying  next  to  the 
sidewalk.  I  stopped  to  take  a  closer  look.  "Go 
ahead,"  a  voice  said  to  me.  I  looked  around  and 
saw  a  man  standing  nearby.  "Is  it  yours?",  I  asked. 
"No,"  he  replied,  "someone  dumped  it  there  last 
night. "  Without  hesitation,  I  loaded  the  TV  carcass 
into  the  truck. 

After  carefully  removing  parts  from  the  printed 
circuit  boards,  my  junkbox  was  restocked  with  a 
good  variety  of  components. 

Even  though  my  junkbox  has  been  replenished,  I 
will  face  a  minor  dilemma  next  winter.  What  should 
I  build?  Thirty  years  ago,  I  was  scrounging  parts 
out  of  old  (tube-type)  TVs  to  build  audio  amps  and 
simple  receivers.  This  time  around,  maybe  I  can 
gather  enough  parts  to  build  a  30-meter  QRP  rig. 


It  just  dawned  on  me  that  the  hams  of  decades  ago 
were  ahead  of  their  time  in  one  major  respect.  Back 
then,  we  called  it  scrounging  and  homebrewing. 
Nowadays,  ecologically-minded  people  call  it 
recycling.

The  Computer 
Comer

For  this,  the  fourth  in  the  series,  let’s  consider 
some  information  that  might  be  handy  when  shop¬ 
ping  at  swapfests.  You  need  to  know  about  floppy 
disk  formats  when  buying  them.  You  might  also 
want  to  know  about  formats  when  buying  a  used 
drive,  or  even  a  used  computer,  at  a  swapfest. 

How  many  different  formats  exist?  Are  any 
obsolete?  Well,  here  is  a  simple  table  that  will 
answer  those  questions,  and  quite  a  few  you  did  not 
even  ask!  You  might  want  to  bring  this  table  along 
with  you  during  shopping  sprees. 

*  Tracks  and  cylinders  are  sometimes  used 
interchangably,  but  this  is  incorrect.  A  cylinder  is 
all  the  tracks  under  the  heads  of  a  drive  at  one  time. 
Since  modern  floppies  are  double  sided,  a  single 
floppy  cylinder  consist  of  two  tracks.  Actually, 
these  two  tracks  are  slightly  offset  from  each  other. 

**  Clusters  are  now  termed  "allocation  units"; 
these  are  the  smallest  unit  of  a  disk  that  can  be 
allocated  to  a  File  when  DOS  writes  the  file.

Notice  that  the  new  2.88  megabyte  floppies  are 
also  listed.  Though  you  will  not  be  likely  to  find 
them  in  old  machines  at  a  swapfest,  they  are  listed 
here  for  completeness.  Notice  also  that  disk  thick¬ 
ness  varies  somewhat,  as  well  as  the  sensitivity  of 
the  medium  (coercivity). 

Remember,  don’t  drill  the  second  hole  in  a  720k 
disk  and  expect  it  to  be  a  perfect  replacement  for 
the  more  expensive  1.44M  variety.  You  will  be 


courting  disaster  with  the  data  you  write  to  that 
disk.

FCC  Denies  Petitions  for 
Amateur  Radio  Restructuring 

The  FCC  has  denied  a  petition  by  Scott  Ley-, 
shon,  WA2EQF,  to  eliminate  written  examinations 
for  amateur  operator  licenses.  At  the  same  time  the 
Commission  denied  a  petition  by  Vincent  Bian- 
comano,  WB2EZG,  which,  although  it  did  not 
advocate  a  "no  written  test"  license,  did,  the  FCC 
said,  concur  in  all  other  aspects  with  Leyshon’s 
proposal. 

Leyshon’s  petition,  filed  April  19,  1993,

operating  procedures,  while  124  concern 
"contemporary  technical  matters."  The  Commission 
said  that  it  did  not  believe  that  present  examinations 
place  an  unjustified  premium  on  the  rules. 

The  FCC  said  that  amateurs  have  over  the 
years  expressed  the  view  that  they  agree  with  the 
current  statement  ef  the  purposes  of  Amateur 
Radio,  as  found  in  the  FCC  rules,  and  the  FCC 


agreed. 

Biancomano  has  responded  to  the  FCC,  chal¬ 
lenging  their  decision.  "The  FCC  for  the  second 
time,"  Biancomano  said,  "refused  to  directly  ad¬ 
dress  the  bulk  of  the  issues  brought  out  in  Mr. 
Leyshon’s  petitions  (and  mine),  essentially 
dismissing  them  with  a  one-page  statement  that 
contains  little  in  the  way  of  information." 

"While  it  is  in  the  purview  of  the  Commission 
to  accept  or  deny  a  given  petition,"  Biancomano 
sard,  "rt  is  also  the  constitutional  right  of  a  citizen 
to  petition  government  and  to  expect  a  specific 


response  to  specific  questions  in  that  petition.  The 
Commission  has  in  fact  not  provided  such  a  suitable 
response."

Just  a  quick  note  to  everyone:  These 
will  be  the  last  minutes  written  by  myself, 
as  my  secretary  term  will  expire.  I  have 
enjoyed  the  last  two  years,  but  am  finding 
it  more  and  more  difficult  to  find  the  time 
to  write  and  mail  the  minutes.  In  parting, 
I  would  like  to  make  a  couple  of  sugges¬ 
tions. 

The  WNA  needs  new  blood.  An  effort 
should  be  made  at  recruiting.  There  are 
many  new  hams  who  do  not  know  that 
there  are  many  structured  activities  on  HF. 
I  am  of  course  referring  to  our  many 
phone  and  CW  nets.  Many  of  the  new 
hams  are  now  first  exposed  to  two  meters, 
then  perhaps  to  HF.  Traffic  nets  are 
among  the  last,  if  even  ever. 

It  wasn’t  like  that  for  most  of  us  older 
hams;  our  first  exposure  was  to  the  net 
system.  We  are  going  to  have  to  start  new 
traffic  nets,  especially  on  VHF,  to  accom¬ 
odate  the  new  Techs  coming  on  line,  and 
give  them  the  inspiration  to  upgrade  and 
join  us  on  the  HF  nets.  We  must  abandon 
the  old  ideas  of  "adopting"  a  net  already 
established.  Furthermore,  we  must  make 
the  nets  an  attractive  place  to  spend  some 
time.  Years  ago,  I  remember  many  QSOs 
before  net  time,  and  after.

A 
lot  of  net  controls  breath  can  be  saved 
looking  for  places  to  deliver  traffic  when 
he  has  an  active  list  to  draw  from. 

Besides  the  traffic,  participation  and 
activity,  awards  should  be  provided;  yet 
another  incentive  for  participation.  It’s  a 
wonder  what  an  offer  of  a  small  piece  of 
wallpaper  will  do. 

I  issue  a  final  warning.  If  these  things 
are  not  done,  the  WNA  will  wither 
and  die.  Many  of  the  members  are  getting 
old,  and  there  are  no  new  members  to  take 
their  places.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:28 
p.m.  by  the  president,  N9GEN.  Attending 
the  meeting  were:  WA9YCT,  N9UBR, 
N9UBQ,  N9GHZ,  KB9BLV,  KE4FE, 
N9QVX,  W9LEE,  W9QHI,  KD4WPK, 
KD4VMB,  N9GEN,  KB9IRP,  KB9IQO, 
and  KA9WDX. 

The  minutes  of  last  month’s  meeting 
were  read  by  the  Secretary,  KA9WDX. 
The  treasurer’s  report  was  read  by  the 
treasurer,  N9QVX.  The  minutes  and 
treasurer’s  reports  were  approved  as  read. 

OLD  BUSINESS 

The  two  meter  repeater  was  discussed. 
WA9YCT  and  N9GHZ  were  at  the 
repeater  site  before  the  meeting  and  had 
checked  out  the  SWR  with  the  following 
results:  Transmitter-Meter-Dummy  Load 
=  10  watts  forward  and  .3  watts  reflected, 
with  a  1: 1.4:1  SWR;  Transmitter- 
Duplexer-Meter-Antenna  =  7  watts 

forward  and  1.6  watts  reflected,  with  a 
1:3. 1:1  SWR,  and  Transmitter-Meter- 
Antenna  =  9  watts  forward,  2  watts 
reflected,  with  a  1:3. 1:1  SWR.  They 
couldn’t  check  the  SWR  through  the 
duplexer-intoa  dummy  load,  as  they  didn't 
have  enough  jumper  cables,  or  enough 
jumper  cables  with  the  right  type  of 
connectors  on  the  ends  of  the  cables,  but  it 
appears  as  though  there  isn’t  anything 
wrong  with  the  transmitter  as  it  is  a  10- 
watt  transmitter  and,  according  to  the 
meter  into  the  dummy  load,  it  is  putting 
out  the  rated  10  watts. 

W9QHI  stated  that  NTC,  Wausau 
Campus,  owns  the  tower  and  also  stated 
that  the  building  that  the  repeater  is  located 
in  is  still  leaning  badly.  W9QHI  stated  that 
the  new  building  for  the  repeater  was 
supposed  to  have  arrived  in  June,  but 
hasn’t  arrived  yet. 

N9GHZ  stated  that  the  original  order  for 
the  new  transmitter  went  in  on  5/18/93, 
with  6/1/93  being  the  date  when  he 
ordered  the  crystal  oven  module.

out  the  entire  2-meter  system,  including 
the  antenna,  feedline,  and  the  connectors. 
N9GHZ  seconded  the  motion,  and  the 
motion  carried. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

N9GHZ  gave  us  a  handout  regarding  the 
request  for  Amateur  Radio  operators  that 
were  needed  to  help  provide  communica¬ 
tions  for  the  "Walk  to  The  Highground" 
Waikathon,  which  would  be  held  on 
Saturday,  September  11,  1993. 

N9UBQ  gave  N9GHZ  a  handout  regard¬ 
ing  the  simulated  hazardous  material  spill 
"Functional  Exercise"  that  would  be  held 
on  Wednesday,  September  15,  1993.  The 
exercise  would  start  around  8:30  a.m.  at 
Tombstone  Pizza.  It  would  then  be  moved 
to  the  sheriffs  annex  to  the  courthouse 
where  the  EOP  or  Emergency  Operating 
Plan  would  be  gone  over  around  9: 15  a.m. 
They  planned  upon  having  "victims"  of  a 
chemical  spill,  an  emergency  vehicle  like 
an  ambulance,  Taylor  County’s  Emergency 
Command  Post  Bus,  and  possibly  a  rescue 
vehicle  or  emergency  vehicle  from  Eau 
Claire  on  hand  for  the  exercise. 

N9GHZ  made  a  motion  to  have  dues 
cover  until  December  31st  of  the  following 
year  if  some  one  would  become  a  "first- 
timer"  member  of  the  club  after  July  1st.

"From  the  Halls  of  Montezuma,  to  the 
shores  of  Tropoli. "  The  Marine  Corps  was 
authorized  by  the  Continental  Congress  in 
1775,  and  consisted  of  two  battalions  of 
Marines.  Since  then,  it  has  grown  to 
approximately  195,000  men  and  about 
2300  women  (1970).  It  consists  of  many 
forces,  including  ground,  air,  and  supply 
services.  The  Corps  has  also  participated 
in  all  the  major  wars  and  altercations  that 
the  United  States  has  been  involved  in. 

My  brush  with  the  Marine  Corps  was 
during  the  February  and  March  of  1945 
invasion  of  Iwo  Jima,  about  800  miles 
south  of  Japan,  and  had  the  fortune  (good, 
bad?)  of  being  in  the  area  and  seeing  the 
Marines  in  action.  The  battle  was  brutal 
and  fierce,  with  both  sides  sustaining 
heavy  losses.  The  rest  is  history. 

Larry’s  opening  comments:  "I  have 
found  Amateur  Radio  to  be  one  of  the  last, 
if  not  the  only,  classless  entity  remaining 
in  our  society.  Discrimination  and  preju¬ 


dices  often  associated  with  economical, 
social,  racial  and/or  culturally  different 
people  from  ourselves  do  not  (almost 
never)  seem  to  have  any  bearing  on 
relationships  -  formal,  informal,  or  just 
acquaintances  -  between  individuals 
holding  ham  licenses. " 

He  first  entered  upon  Terra  Firma  on 
September  6,  1938. 

He  was  first  licensed  as  a  General  class 
ham  on  October  28,  1963. 

WA9JMO’s  equipment  consists  of  an 
IC-765  and  a  Yaesu  FT-101B  on  HF,  and 
an  IC-3200A  mobile  and  several  HTs  for 
two  meters.  The  antenna  is  a  Cushcraft 
AV-5  vertical  for  HF. 

Larry  primarily  operates  phone. 

The  awards  Larry  has  received  are: 
Two  for  the  ham  radio  publication  The 
Hamateur ,  third  place  in  1977  and  second 
place  in  1978  for  its  classification.  "I  was 
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The  new  repeater  is  finished  and 
should  be  ready  to  ship  by  the  start  of  next 
week.

Doc  also  mentioned  that  in  his  days 
working  at  the  hospital  emergency  room, 
quite  often  he  would  see  experienced 
farmers,  carpenters,  etc.,  who  "just  this 
once"  didn’t  follow  the  simple  safety  rules 


they  knew  quite  well.
